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Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed amendments, filed 10 September 2007, add substantive limitations to the 
independent claims, and would thus require further consideration and further search. Therefore, the 
proposed amendments to the claims have not been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10 September 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding page 12, line 1 to page 17, line 3 and page 17, line 19 to page 18, line 12: 

Applicant's arguments are based on the proposed amendments to the claims, which have not been 
entered, and not the claims as presently recited. 

Regarding page 17, lines 4-18: Huberman (USPN 6,1 15,718) is relied upon for teaching 
"generating a web page representation of multimedia data". Column 3, lines 30-38 of Huberman clearly 
teaches, as Applicant admits, the existence of web pages representing multimedia data. While Huberman 
may not go into the sundry details of how said web pages came into being, it is sufficient that said web 
pages exist. Since said web pages exist, it is clearly inherent that said web pages were generated, else 
said web pages would not exist. Thus, Huberman can properly be relied upon to teach "generating a web 
page representation of multimedia data". Huberman has not been relied upon for teaching the remaining 
limitations argued by Applicant. Sugiyama (USPN 5,633,723) already teaches a multi-media processing 
system, and the teachings of Huberman simply show how one of ordinary skill in the art could modify 
Sugiyama.
